10.  BRIEF  SUM4ARY  OF  SIGHTING 

Three  lights  each  group  apparently 
made  up  of  two  lights,  size  oi  silver 
dollar  held  at  arms  length.  Steadily 
burning  lights  heading  west.  Lights 
were  estimated  to  be  at  5,000  feet. 
Sound  heard  was  described  as  a rhy- 
thmic beat  and  almost  similar  to  a 
rumble.  One  observer  described  it  is  : 
a pulse.
